There  were  sixty-four  deaths  in  1954  compared  with  sixty-three  deaths 
during  the  previous  years.  Of  these  sixty-four  deaths,  forty-nine  occurred 
in  persons  of  60  years  of  age  and  over. 

The  death  rate  for  1954  is  10.71  compared  with  10.8  in  1953.  This  is 
belov/  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1954. 

There  were  twelve  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  forms  compared  with  eleven 
deaths  from  the  same  cause  in  1953.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  vascular 
system  accounted  for  thirty-nine  deaths  which  was  the  same  as  for  1953. 

There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  (pulmonary)  and  two  from 
pneumonia.  Apart  from  these,  there  were  no  deaths  from  any  other 
infectious  diseases. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  nil  as  there  were  no 
deaths  from  maternal  causes  during  that  period. 

INFANT  DEATHS : 

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  gone  up  from  24.1  in  1953  to  48.19  in 
1954.  This  is  above  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which 
was  25.5  The  rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country. 

In  1953  there  were  two  infant  deaths  and  in  1954  the  actual  number 
was  four.  These  were  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitor  and  appear  to 
have  been  unavoidable. 

One  death  occurred  at  the  age  of  three  months  and  was  due  to  con- 
genital heart  disease  and  premature  birth. 

The  cause  of  the  other  death  at  the  age  of  six  months  was  also 
congenital  heart  disease  and  an  operation. 

One  death  occurred  at  the  age  of  one  month  and  was  due  to  bronco 
pneumonia. 

One  death  was  at  the  age  of  four  days  and  was  due  to  broncho  pneu- 
monia and  sacral  teratoma. 

STILL-BIRTHS  : 

The  still-birth  rate  remains  at  0.19,  which  is  below  the  rate  of  24.0 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  actual  number  of  still-births  in  1954  was  one  compared  with  one 
in  1953. 

The  total  loss  of  infant  life  was  five.

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  nine  (including  seven  cases  of 
tuberculosis)  compared  with  twenty-one  cases  iiotified  in  1953. 

Only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  confirmed  during  the  year.  Three 
other  cases  were  notified  from  the  same  school.  All  the  cases  were  followed 
up,  but  the  doctor  who  attended  the  cases  stated  that  the  others  were  not 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  but  cases  of  tonsillitis.  Several  similar  cases  of  sore 
throat  had  occurred  in  the  same  hamlet,  but  no  treatment  was  sought  by 
the  sufferers. 

No  cases  of  measles  or  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  One  suspicious 
case  of  whooping  cough  was  admitted  to  hospital  where  the  final  diagnosis 
was  one  of  “ chest  infection.” 

Six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  compared  with  seven 
cases  during  1953.  This  year  there  was  also  one  case  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  the  lesion  being  in  the  kidney.  The  supply  of  milk  in  the 
case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  investigated  and  was  found  to  be 
T.T.  milk.

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  admitted  to  hospital  or  sanatoria 
during  the  year  was  two  and  the  number  discharged  from  hospitals  or 
sanatoria  during  the  same  period  was  two. 

PREVENTION  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH  ; 

Immunisation  against  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  still  goes  on, 
and  the  service  is  available  by  the  family  doctor  and  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic.  Unless  the  child  has  suffered  from  whooping  cough,  inoculation 
against  both  these  very  infectious  diseases  are  given  at  the  same  time. 
Three  injections  are  necessary  at  monthly  intervals. 

Diphtheria  has  disappeared  from  the  area,  but  parents  should  remember 
that  the  reason  for  this  is  immunisation.  Unless  every  child  is  immunised, 
there  is  grave  danger  of  the  disease  returning  to  the  community.  Because 
there  are  no  cases,  the  child  has  no  chance  of  acquiring  natural  immunity, 
therefore  any  stray  germ  is  likely  to  cause  a severe  illness  as  the  child  is 
not  protected.  Paralysis,  heart  lesions,  difficulty  in  swallowing,  etc.,  can 
be  very  severe  in  diphtheria,  but  parents  do  not  usually  realise  this.  I am 
sorry  to  say  that  there  are  still  several  children  coming  into  schools 
without  this  protection.  It  means  that  they  must  have  two  injections  at 
school  to  be  protected.  When  a child  enters  school  at  about  five  years 
of  age,  a “ booster  ” dose  is  recommended.  This  dose  stimulates  the  doses 
given  during  infancy  so  that  the  children  remain  immune  and  this  is  most 
important. 

Parents,  seeing  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  knowing  the  hazards,  are 
much  more  anxious  to  have  their  babies  immunised  against  it,  and  for  this 
reason,  children  are  lucky  that  they  can  be  immunised  against  diphtheria  at 
the  same  time.  Giving  the  injections  in  a combined  form  protects  against 
both  diseases. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  is  shown  as  follows:

The  number  of  children  receiving  the  “ booster  ' dose  is  extremely 
low.  Every  parent  should  see  to  it  that  their  children  receive  this  dose. 
Enquiries  made  at  the  Clinic  or  to  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  will 
result  in  this  injection  being  given. 

SMALLPOX  ; 

I would  again  stress  the  importance  of  vaccination  against  smallpox 
during  infancy.  Owing  to  rapid  air  travel  from  countries  where  smallpox 
is  found,  contacts  and  even  cases  in  the  early  stages  may  come  into  the 
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country  and  spread  the  infection  before  they  become  aware  of  the  fact, 
hence  the  reason  why  vaccination  is  more  important  now  than  it  w’as,  say 
twenty  years  ago.  Vaccination  can  be  given  by  the  baby’s  own  doctor,  or 
at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  during  the  year  was  fourty -four 
and  four  re-vaccinations  were  carried  out  mostly  on  people  going  abroad. 

TUBERCULOSIS  : 

All  cases  notified  are  followed  up  in  detail  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor.  She  reports  on  the  housing  conditions,  etc.,  and  any  defects 
reported  are  followed  up.  Anyone  suffering  from  tuberculosis  concerned 
with  the  handling  of  milk,  food,  etc.,  are  seen  and  advised  regarding  the 
danger.  All  contacts  are  advised  to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  for  examina- 
tion which  includes  a clinical  and  X-ray  examination  and  for  children  and 
young  adults,  a skin  test.  If  found  to  be  clear,  but  susceptible,  B.C.G. 
vaccination  is  offered.  Most  parents  take  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician 
and  have  their  children  vaccinated  against  tuberculosis. 

Schoolchildren  are  not  yet  receiving  B.C.G.  vaccination  as  a routine 
procedure  at  school. 

All  contacts  who  attend  school  are  reported  to  the  Principal  School 
Medical  Officer,  and  a note  is  made  on  their  school  medical  inspection  cards. 
In  this  way  they  can  be  seen  at  school  medical  inspection  and  followed  up. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  did  not  visit  any  part  of  the  rural  area 
during  the  year.

Cases  necessitating  removal  are  usually  sent  to  Colwyn  Bay,  Groesynyd, 
or  Wrexham  Hospitals.  The  stoving  of  bedding  and  other  material  is  also 
undertaken  at  these  hospitals,  but  the  Council’s  own  transport  has  to  be 
provided  except  in  the  case  of  Groes5myd.  As  in  previous  years,  one  can- 
not but  lament  the  fact  that  these  other  hospitals  do  not  follow  the  example 
set  by  Groesynyd,  as  transport  when  provided  by  the  hospital,  facilitates 
the  work  tremendously. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 
THE  RURAL  DISTRICT 

LABORATORY  SERVICE  : 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Kingsley  Smith.  Samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice-cream  are  regularly  sent 
there  for  bacteriological  examination.  Various  other  types  of  bacterio- 
logical examinations  are  carried  out  here  to  aid  in  the  diagnosis  of  illness, 
e.g.,  food  poisoning,  scarlet  fever,  meningitis,  etc. 

Advice  and  assistance  is  always  readily  given  by  Dr.  Kingsley  Smith 
regarding  epidemics,  the  taking  of  samples,  etc. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE  : 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.

There  are  five  ambulance  stations  in  the  Western  No.  2 Health  Area. 
These  are  situated  at  Denbigh,  Ruthin,  Llangernyw,  Llanrwst  and  Cerrigy- 
drudion,  and  there  is  one  ambulance  at  each  station,  making  a total  of 
five  ambulances  for  the  area.  Each  station  is  manned  by  voluntary  per- 
sonnel. To  supplement  the  ambulances,  use  is  made  of  voluntary  drivers 
of  the  W.V.S.  Hospital  Car  Service  and  local  taxi  proprietors  for  the 
conveyance  of  sitting  cases.  Ambulances  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious 
cases  are  sent  from  the  hospitals  concerned  at  Wrexham  and  Colwyn  Bay. 

The  following  is  given  for  the  information  of  the  Council,  and  the 
numbers  refer  to  cases  conveyed  by  the  various  ambulances  and  the  mileage 
for  the  year  commencing  1st  December,  1953  and  ending  30th  November, 
1954.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  : 

This  service  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

Much  can  be  done  to  prevent  mental  ill-health  by  proper  housing  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  district. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINICS  : 

Patients  attend  at  the  most  convenient  clinic.  These  are  held  at 
Colwyn  Bay,  Rhyl  and  Wrexham  Hospitals  weekly,  and  at  the  Church  Hall, 
Llanrwst,  fortnightly  (where  the  Surgeons  from  Oswestry  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  attend  once  every  three  months) . 

VENERAL  DISEASES  CLINICS  ; 

Clinics  are  held  at  Hospitals  in  Llandudno,  Wrexham,  Chester  and 
Bangor. 

TUBERCULOSIS  CLINICS  : 

Patients  attend  at  the  Chest  Clinics  held  at  Wrexham,  Llandudno  and 
Rhyl,  whichever  chnic  is  the  most  convenient  for  them  to  get  to. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS  : 

Expectant  mothers  can  attend  the  Clinic  held  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Tuesday  mornings  in  the  month  at  Llanrwst  Clinic.  Cases  are  referred, 
when  necessary,  from  the  routine  clinic  or  from  the  patient’s  doctor  to  the 
Consultant  Clinic  held  on  alternate  Thursday  afternoons  at  Llanrwst  Clinic. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  these  Clinics  during  the  year  was  as 
follows  (these  figures  include  patients  from  the  Llanrwst  Urban  District)  : —

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Welfare  Foods  are  distributed  during  these  times  at  the  various  clinics 
and  also  every  Friday  afternoon  at  Llanrwst  Clinic.  Various  depots  are 
also  open  in  the  villages  for  this  purpose  and  are  a great  help  to  mothers 
who  cannot  get  down  to  the  clinic  centres. 

TRANSPORT  TO  CLINICS  : 

Transport  has  been  allowed  to  take  mothers  and  babies  from  the 
Llansannan-Llangernyw  area  to  the  Llangernyw  Clinic  and  the  number 
taking  advantage  of  this  service  during  the  year  was  forty-one. 

Eglwysbach  mothers  are  able  to  get  a bus  to  the  clinic  held  at  Gian 
Conway,  but  they  have  to  wait  until  4 p.m.  for  a return  bus.  A taxi 
service  to  take  them  back  to  Eglwysbach  was  arranged  as  and  from  the 
last  week  in  October,  and  the  number  of  mothers  who  took  advantage  of 
this  service  was  nine.  This  figure  is  most  disappointing.  The  number 
of  babies  in  Eglwysbach  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  warrant  a special  clinic 
in  the  village. 

I hope  eventually  that  this  transport  service  to  clinics  will  be  extended, 
especially  to  rural  areas  without  a bus  service  at  all,  e.g.,  Pentrellyncymer 
to  Cerrigydnidion. 

DENTAL  CLINICS  ; 

This  clinic  is  held  once  a month  at  Llanrwst  Clinic. 

Cases  are  referred  from  the  Ante-natal  and  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  and 
these  include  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  toddlers  who  receive  free 
treatment. 

I have  not  been  able  to  obtain  figures  for  the  separate  clinics,  but  the 
following  figures  show  the  number  of  attendances  in  the  clinics  in  the 
Western  No.  2 Area  during  the  year  (Llanrwst  and  Denbigh)  ; —

There  has  been  a shortage  of  Dental  Officers  in  the  County,  therefore 
more  frequent  clinics  cannot  be  held.  It  is  satisfying  to  note  that  the 
number  of  cases  treated  during  the  year  was  an  increase  on  the  number 
treated  during  the  previous  year. 

NURSING  SERVICES  : 

The  number  of  Health  Visitors  serving  in  the  area  is  three.  These  also 
work  in  the  Ruthin  Borough  and  Ruthin  Rural  District,  Llanrwst  Urban 
District  and  parts  of  Aled  Rural  District. 

They  carry  out  domicilliary  visits  to  all  babies  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  fourteenth  day  from  birth.  In  addition,  they  attend  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clmics,  Ante-natal  Clinics,  any  special  clinics  such  as  Ophthalmic 
Clinics,  examination  of  staff,  pupil  teachers,  teachers,  school  canteen  staff, 
etc.  They  are  also  School  Nurses  and  attend  at  the  schools  for  cleanliness 
inspection,  following  up  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases,  and  they 
attend  at  the  school  medical  inspections.  Extra  duties  in  connection  with 
cancer  research,  arranging  for  home  helps  also  come  within  their  domain. 
These  duties  mean  that  the  Health  Visitors  have  to  put  in  a great  deal  of 
work  during  their  day  and  often  they  do  not  finish  until  late  on  in  the 
evenings  when  they  settle  down  to  do  their  clerical  work. 

There  is  one  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  working  in  the  area  and  she 
covers  the  whole  of  the  western  half  of  the  county  except  the  Borough  of 
Ruthin. 
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Ihere  are  four  District  Nurses  working  in  the  area,  one  each  at 
Cerrigydrudion,  Pentrevoelas,  Llangernyw,  and  one  working  from  Llanrwst. 

HOME  HELPS  : 

The  number  of  Home  Helps  in  the  area  is  five. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED  : 

Section  47,  National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

One  aged  person  is  at  Rhyddfan,  Ruthin,  under  an  Order  granted  in 
1951,  Application  for  an  extension  of  the  order  has  been  made  every  three 
months  and  granted.  Her  home  is  in  a most  dilapidated  condition,  and  is 
completely  isolated.  While  she  is  in  fairly  good  health  at  Rhyddfan,  her 
condition  would  deteriorate  if  she  were  to  return  home.  Her  relatives  are 
unable  to  do  an3rthmg  to  help  her. 

Several  other  aged  people  have  been  followed  up  as  they  were  reported 
to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  In  some  cases,  they  entered  a home 
voluntarily,  and  in  others  the  Health  Visitor  arranged  for  a Home  Help  to 
visit  those  in  need.  There  are,  however,  one  or  two  that  are  causing  a 
great  deal  of  worry.  One  does  not  like  to  force  aged  people  into  homes  on  a 
court  order  until  all  avenues  have  been  explored  and  everything  possible 
has  been  done  to  avoid  such  action. 

In  most  areas,  the  W.V.S.  do  a great  deal  of  work  in  providing  comfort 
for  aged  persons.  Unfortunately,  there  is  no  W.V.S.  Centre  Organiser  in 
the  Hiraethog  area  at  the  moment,  but  every  village  has  a W.V.S.  Repre- 
sentative who  can  be  contacted  if  help  is  needed.  Perhaps  Darby  and  Joan 
Clubs  will  be  set  up  in  villages  in  future.  These  give  a great  deal  of  pleasure 
and  amusement  to  the  aged.  The  area  is  so  scattered  that  it  is  difficult 
to  organise  a “ Meals-on-Wheels  " Service, 

CLEAN  FOOD  : 

All  food  premises  should  be  clean  and  it  is  a disgrace  to  the  owner  to 
receive  a Notice  for  lack  of  cleanliness — in  some  respects  one  does  envy 
the  powers  of  certain  Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  American  States  who  can 
close  food  premises  if  they  infringe  certain  codes  of  practise. 

The  general  public,  however,  should  realise  their  responsibilities  in  this 
sphere,  and  should  only  shop  at  those  premises  which  have  a good  standard 
of  hygiene,  and  refuse  to  accept  an  article  of  food  if  it  is  not  properly 
wrapped  or  the  shopkeeper’s  hands  and  overalls  are  dirty,  or  if  the  food 
has  been  exposed  to  flies,  dust,  etc.  It  is  essential  that  the  country 
dweller  should  be  equally  as  conscious  as  the  town  dweller  in  this  respect, 
especially  with  regard  to  salesman’s  vans,  and  it  would  certainly  help  if 
they  reported  to  the  Council  any  facts  which  they  think  should  be  investi- 
gated. Only  through  good  food  hygiene  education,  and  not  by  relying  on 
legislation,  can  food  poisoning,  which  yearly  claims  thousands  of  victims, 
be  conquered. 

The  obvious  place  for  this  foundation  is  in  the  schools,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  curriculum  is  extensive  enough,  and  that  it  stresses  the 
important  part  which  a Local  Authority  plays  in  this  role. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Council  to  attempt  to  continually  bring  the 
attention  of  the  public  and  shopkeepers  to  this  necessity  for  good  food 
handling,  and  the  adoption  of  the  Clean  Food  Bye-Laws  has  been  helpful 
in  this  respect. 

Practically  all  food-handling  premises  in  the  area  were  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  Notices  were  served  where  necessary.  There  is  no 
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doubt  that  a gradual  improvement  is  becoming  apparent,  but  a great  deal 
remains  to  be  done.  Improvements  are  often  hampered  by  the  unsuit- 
ability of  the  premises,  and  in  some  cases  by  the  lack  of  a suitable  water 
supply.

Notices  for  structural  improvements  were  served  in  a 
few  cases. 

There  are  five  butcher  shops  in  the  area,  and  all  are  improving  in  stan- 
dard. Three  of  these  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
sausages.

No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district,  and  there  are  only  six 
registrations  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream.  Four  vehicles  from 
adjoining  areas  retail  ice  cream  during  the  summer  months,  and  each  is 
checked  upon.

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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  : 

The  year  saw  the  decentralisation  of  slaughtering  of  animals.  Since 
1939  all  the  meat  in  the  area  had  been  brought  in  from  Corwen  and  Colwyn 
Bay  Abattoirs,  there  being  seven  disused  private  slaughter  houses  in  the 
area. 


Upon  decentralisation  the  Council  resolved  to  do  everything  to  main- 
tain proper  meat  supplies  in  the  area,  whilst  at  the  same  time  insisting 
that  any  slaughter  houses  being  reopened  had  to  come  to  a required 
standard.  In  consequence,  whilst  several  applications  were  received,  only 
two  licences  were  granted.  During  the  period  the  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  was  : —

The  quality  of  the  meat  generally  was  excellent,  and  the  number  of 
seizures  was  very  low,  comprising  only  of  two  Tuberculosis  head  and 
tongues,  a few  abscessed  and  parasitic  plucks,  and  a few  hepatic  livers. 
Licences  to  slaughter  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  are  held  by  forty 
persons  in  the  district.

During  the  year  the  Council  paid  particular  attention  to  school  build- 
ings, and  in  consequence  resolved  that  a full  and  comprehensive  report  be 
made  of  every  school  in  the  district.  This  action  coincided  with  the  request 
of  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  for  a full  report  on  the  condition  of 
all  the  schools  in  the  County,  so  that  he  might  classify  them  according  to 
defect,  and  draw  up  a priority  list  for  attention.  The  result  of  these 
reports  was  so  disturbing  that  the  Council  resolved  to  take  every  possible 
step  to  improve  the  conditions,  and  to  this  end  petitioned  the  County 
Council  and  other  bodies,  together  with  other  interested  persons.  Since 
the  report  the  following  improvements  have  been  apparent  to  the  schools  : 
as  to  whether  this  is  a direct  outcome  of  the  report  cannot  be  definitely 
stated. 
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SCHCXILS  AND  CANTEENS 

EGLWYSBACH  CONTROLLED  SCHOOL  ; 

New  wing  to  be  added  to  house  water  closets,  and  wash-basin  facilities, 
etc.,  for  both  sexes — to  be  executed  during  1955  financial  year.

RODENT  CONTROL : 

The  Rodent  Operator  terminated  his  appointment  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  and  it  was  not  until  November  that  a new  appointment  was  made. 
Following  initial  approach  by  the  Nant  Conway  R.D.C.,  the  Council  re- 
vised their  previous  decision  and  resolved  to  set  up  a Joint  Rodent  Control 
Committee  employing  a full-time  operator  working  in  alternate  weeks  with 
each  Authority.  For  the  remainder  of  the  year  this  system  worked  satis- 
factorily, and  a tabulated  indication  of  the  work  executed  under  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pest  Act,  1949,  is  shown  as  : —

For  collection  purposes  the  District  is  divided  into  two  parts,  each 
being  collected  in  alternate  weeks  so  as  to  leave  one  lorry  and  two  men 
free  for  other  work  on  water  supply,  sewerage,  etc. 

Tips  are  sited  at  Capel  Garmon,  Pentrevoelas,  Cerrigydrudion,  Hafod 
(Betws-y-Coed) , Llanddoget  and  Pandy  Tudur  (Llansannan  Road).  Tipping 
is  carried  out  as  far  as  practicable  in  close  adherence  to  the  rules  for  con- 
trolled tipping,  and  each  is  periodically  baited  and  kept  free  of  rodent  in- 
festation. 

Two  General  Purposes  lorries  are  used,  the  refuse  in  which  is  covered  by 
tarpaulin  sheets  when  in  transit  ; this  mode  of  transporting  is  only 
relatively  satisfactory  and  should  be  improved. 

HOUSING  : 

No  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  but  eight  were  commenced 
UDon  at  Capel  Garmon  in  May.  One  house  only  was  built  by  private 
enterprise.  Four  houses  and  two  bungalows  for  aged  persons  are  to  be 
commenced  upon  early  in  the  new  year  at  Melin-y-Coed.  This  policy  of 
building  bungalows  is  an  innovation,  and  it  is  the  Council's  intention  to 
include  others  in  future  housing  schemes.  Other  housing  sites  on  which  it 
is  proposed  to  build  houses  during  the  coming  year  are  Cerrigydrudion  and 
Eglwysbach.

• The  Council  felt  much  concern  during  the  year  regarding  the  low 

standard  of  existing  houses  in  the  District,  and  after  deliberation  and 
having  regard  to  the  Housing  Act,  1954,  resolved  to  appoint  a Housing 
Survey  Assistant  to  assist  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  make  a comprehen- 
sive report  on  every  house.  The  preliminary  reports  have  indicated  the 
seriousness  of  the  problem,  and  that  vigorous  action  with  regard  to  clear- 
ance areas  under  Section  25,  Housing  Act,  1936,  wiU  be  called  for  in  some 
of  the  villages,  whilst  many  others  will  require  individual  action  under 
Section  11^  Housing  Act,  1936.  This  proceeding  action  will  have  to  be 
carried  on  by  hand-in-hand  action  with  repairs  to  those  houses  which 
exhibit  defects  and  which  can  be  repaired  at  a reasonable  expense. 

The  serious  problem  which  arises  and  to  which  the  Council  have  not 
yet  found  a solution,  is  the  question  of  the  unfit  farm-house  which  cannot 
be  repaired  at  a reasonable  expense.  The  cost  of  repairs  or  the  erection  of 
a new  house  in  such  a case  would  tend  to  make  the  farm  uneconomical  as 
a unit. 

Every  possible  approach  is  intended  to  be  made  to  solve  this  problem, 
especially  by  maintaining  close  co-operation  with  the  A.E.C.  Some  of  the 
farms  can  certainly  benefit  by  grants  under  the  Hill  Farming  Act,  and 
others  under  the  Housing  Act,  1954,  but  it  still  leaves  that  core  which  has 
previously  been  referred  to,  wherein  the  main  crux  of  the  problem  lies. 

Referring  to  the  Housing  Act,  1954,  this  was  adopted  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  Initial  approaches  for  grant  have  been  rather  disappoint- 
ing but,  consequent  upon  the  completion  of  the  Housing  Survey,  it  is 
intended  to  make  a personal  approach  to  these  owners  of  houses  who  could 
ideally  take  advantage  of  their  grants.  One  must  record,  however,  that 
many  applications  made  have  had  to  be  turned  down  due  to  the  premises 
lacking  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  and  thus  being  unable  to  fufill  the 
provisions  of  the  grant.  The  latter  is  a serious  reflection  on  the  necessity 
for  a main  supply  to  the  area. 

The  Council  maintained  its  policy  duiing  the  year  to  obtain  under- 
takings where  premises  become  vacant  and  so  restrict  them  for  further 
habitation  until  they  have  been  made  fit  in  all  respects.  This  policy  does 
pay  dividends  and  many  have  since  been  re-conditioned,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  a further  stimulus  will  be  added  by  the  provision  of  the  Housing 
Act  Grants. 


SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL  : 

No  new  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year;  however,  a Public 
Inquiry  was  held  with  the  Nant  Conway  R.D.C.  regarding  a joint  scheme 
for  Yspyty  Ifan.  Subject  to  slight  modification  the  Ministry *have  approved 
of  this  scheme  which  was  prepared  by  Consulting  Engineers.  Further 
schemes  which  are  in  the  course  of  preparation  include  Llangemyw,  Pandy 
Tudur  and  Pentrevoelas.  This  latter  scheme  has  been  held  up  after  the 
Public  Inquiry  due  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  existing  water  supply,  but  as 
this  has  now  been  executed,  it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  be  commenced 
upon  shortly.

WATER  SUPPLY  : 

Water  supply  is  the  vital  need  of  the  District,  and  all  round  improve- 
ment and  development  is  being  held  up.  The  obvious  solution  to  this 
is  for  the  implementation  of  the  Llyn  Conwy  Comprehensive  Scheme,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  th,at  during  the  coming  year  it  will  at  least  come  to 
the  stage  where  a Public  Inquiry  will  be  held  in  its  respect. 

In  order  to  expedite  work  the  Council  are  preparing  schemes  through 
Consulting  Engineers — Messrs.  Howard  Humphreys  & Son,  London,  for  the 
supply  of  water  to  Rhydlydan  from  a spring  source,  and  secondly  Dinmael 
and  Maerdy,  the  latter  supply  being  obtained  as  a bulk  supply  from  the 
Edeyrnion  R.D.C.,  who  in  turn  obtain  it  from  the  Birkenhead /A1  wen 
Scheme.  It  is  depressing  to  see  that  these  schemes  have  not  seen  their 
fruition  during  the  year,  and  it  is  difficult  to  comprehend  the  reason,  especi- 
ally with  regard  to  the  Dinmael  and  Maerdy  Scheme.  As  far  as  the  Rhyd- 
lydan Scheme  is  concerned  there  has  been  great  difficulty  regarding  the  re- 
striction of  land  and  also  with  regard  to  riparian  rights. 

Improvements  which  were  executed  during  the  year  were  : — 
PENTREVOELAS : 

The  existing  Estate  Scheme  was  taken  over  by  the  Council,  and  con- 
sequent upon  this,  improvements  were  made  to  the  source  and  the  storage 
capacity  increased,  whilst  the  entire  length  of  the  existing  mains  were 
scrapped  or  renewed. 


NEBO  : 

A small  extension  was  carried  out  to  the  existing  water  main  thus 
giving  piped  water  supply  to  two  farms  and  eight  other  properties. 

GLASFRYN  : 

The  existing  water  supply  was  improved  by  renewal  of  the  main  and 
extending  so  as  to  supply  two  additional  premises. 

All  the  new  schemes  and  those  which  are  intended  in  the  future  are,  or 
will  be,  constructed  so  that  they  can  be  incorporated  into  the  Llyn  Conwy 
Comprehensive  Scheme,  when  it  materialises.  No  shortage  of  water  was 
felt  during  the  summer. 

LLANGERNYW  : 

An  emergency  scheme  is  contemplated  to  boost  the  existing  piped  lan^ 
spring  supplies.  It  is  proposed  to  pump  water  from  a well  at  Hendre  Ddu, 
end  feed  into  the  existing  main.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  fourteen  farms 
executed  their  own  water  supply  schemes  during  the  year,  and  a large 
am^ount  of  the  credit  must  go  to  the  A.E.C.,  especially  where  grants  have 
been  made  available.  It  is  surprising  how  many  farm  premises  have  a 
fairly  adequate  supply  of  water  rising  on  their  land  ; even  where  this  is 
not  apparent  boring  has  yielded  surprising  amounts.
